One o f the finest municipal electric light plants in Ohio is 
situated at Gallo n in Crawfo rd-co , near Mansfield. 
Galio n with a po pulatio n o f 7 ,6 7 4 is o ne o f the six cities 
in the slate witho ut any o ther po wer serv ice and dependent 
entirely o n the municipal plant. 
Th^ o thers and their po pula­ 
tio ns are: 
Bcllcfo ntainc, 9 ,5 4 3 ; Berea, 5 ,6 9 7 ; East Palestine, 5 ,215 ; 
Miamisburg, 5 ,5 18 ; Tro y , 8 ,6 7 5 . 
There are 22 o ther to wns in the v illage class, that is with 
po pulatio ns under 5 ,000, that supply their full wants by means 
o f a city plant and 14 mo re to wns and cities that hav e their

am co nfident that a regu lar planned 
schedu le fo r the baby will minimize 
mo ther’s wo rk and allo w time fo r re­ 
laxatio n.
